M ORE than 100 
of Hackney’s 
community 
leaders came 
together on 12 April to 
discuss the recent increase in 
violent crime in the borough 
and across London. 

Representatives from 
youth organisations, 
the Council, housing 
associations, police, faith 
groups, charities, the 
voluntary sector, and young 
people and local MPs, 
formed a united community 
voice against violence. 

They used the event, 
also attended by Mayor 
of London, Sadiq Khan, 
and Deputy Mayor for 
Policing and Crime, Sophie 
Linden, to talk about their 
experiences of violent crime 
and discuss what more can 
be done locally to reduce 
violence and fear of crime. 

Tim Shields, Chief 
Executive of Hackney 
Council, said: “The recent 
tragedies in our borough 
have been felt across 
Hackney, and residents are 
understandably concerned. 

“This event showed 
Hackney at its best; we 
were overwhelmed by 
the constructive response 
from our voluntary sector, 
community organisations 
and partners. 

“We now all need to keep 
working together to ensure 
the enthusiasm and valuable 
contributions on the night 
lead to real changes in 
our communities to make 
Hackney a safer place. 

“The Council has worked 
with the police and youth 
and voluntary organisations 
for many years, with 
progress being made in 
tackling gangs and violent 
crime in Hackney. We need 
to make sure we continue to 
build on this progress.”

After 5pm and at weekends, 
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held at the Tomlinson 
Centre in Haggerston, were 
also informed about how 
the Council and its partners 
use a number of initiatives to 
support young people and 
families at risk of crime. 

The Integrated Gangs Unit 
(IGU), which is made up of 
embedded youth workers, 
the Probation Service and 
police officers, works with 
about 150 people who are 
involved in gang crime to 
support them to change 
their behaviour. 

It funds services such as 
Mentivation, a mentoring, 
motivation and mediation 
service that works with 
young people experiencing 
difficulty in education, 
and the Crib’s Parent’s 
Voice project, which brings 
together parents worried 
that their children are at risk 
of being involved in gangs.

Young Hackney, the 
Council’s youth service, 
offers a variety of early help 
and prevention services for 
young people. 

It has maintained services 
at its four youth hubs, and 
runs a range of targeted 
support in the home, school 
and community for young 
people who are at risk of 
offending, discrimination 
or exploitation, have 
been victims of violence, 
or are experiencing poor 
mental health. 

The Young Black Men 
programme was set up 
in 2015 with ambitions 
to make outcomes for 
black boys and young 
black men the same as the 
wider population in 10 
years’ time. 

It looks at the effect racial 
inequality has on education, 
employment, housing and 
health, and how things can 
be done differently.

THREE of Hackney’s First World War memorials have 
been granted Grade II listed status thanks to a Historic 
England project.

The move is part of a drive by

war memorials across the UK 
in time for the 100th 
anniversary of the end of 
the conflict this November.

Election candidates announced 

THE Candidates vying for Hackney residents’ votes in next 
month’s elections have been announced. 

Hackney will go to the polls on 3 May to elect its Mayor and 
councillors for the next four years. The following candidates 
are standing for Mayor: Alastair Binnie-Lubbock (Green); 
Philip Glanville (Labour and Co-operative); Harini Iyengar 
(Women’s Equality Party); Imtiyaz Lunat (Conservative); 
Pauline Pearce (Liberal Democrat) and Vernon Williams 
(independent). Electors will receive a booklet through the 
post, with a statement from each candidate. 

Residents will also vote for their local councillors, choosing 
two or three per ward, depending on the number of 
councillors to be elected in that ward. Full details are 
available at: www.hackney.gov.uk/elections - and 
names will be listed on your ballot paper. 

To vote in the elections you must be over 18, a British, 

EU, Irish or Commonwealth citizen and be registered to 
vote by 17 April. To apply to vote by post you must first be 
registered and then apply for a postal vote by 5pm on 18

28 days later

I N the early 1980s, 
Gillian Harris found 
herself living in 
Hackney, raising 
a three-year-old, and 
increasingly aware that: 
“the children’s books 
we were reading were 
all about white, nuclear 
families. They didn’t reflect 
the multicultural, diverse 
community around us.” 

It bothered her. She says: 
“Children need to grow up 
knowing that we respect and 
value everyone.” And so 
she decided to do something 
about it. 

In 1983, she co-founded 
Letterbox Library with 
Iven Spicer. A social 
enterprise that scoured 
small publishing houses 
around the world, Iven and 
Gillian hunted out children’s 
books featuring strong girls, 
characters from a range 
of ethnicities and disabled 
protagonists, selling them 
to schools, libraries and 
parents where children 
could learn from them. 

Gillian says: “We 
celebrated diversity and 
equality, but the books we 
chose also had to work 
as books, and appeal to 
children and have good 
illustrations and storylines. 

“We also looked for 
storylines which focused 
on issues such as the 
environment, bullying, loss 
and bereavement.” 

Many of Gillian’s 
favourite Letterbox books 
still line her shelves today: 
‘Journey to Jo’burg’, by 
Beverley Naidoo; ‘Amazing 


Grace’, by Mary Hoffman; 
and ‘Willie’s Not The 
Hugging Kind’, by Joyce 
Durham Barrett. 

In fact, some of these 
books can now be seen 
in Hackney Museum’s 
exhibition, Making Her 
Mark: 100 Years of 
Women’s Activism, which is 
on display until 19 May. 

“People came up to me 
after the launch,” laughs 
Gillian, “saying: ‘I had 
no idea you were part of 
Letterbox. It was a lifeline 
when trying to find good 
books for my children.’” 

Since Gillian retired it was 
the plight of refugees that 
took centre stage. She says: 
“I kept reading about the 
terrible conditions at the 
Calais Jungle,” referring to 
the refugee encampment in 
France, which was closed in 
October 2016. 

Gillian continues: “My 
daughter and I considered 
going to volunteer there, but 
then we thought it might be 
better to do something here, 
at home, instead.” 

So they began researching 
Refugees at Home, a UK 
charity that works on a 
simple premise: connecting 
those with spare rooms with 
asylum seekers and refugees 
in need of accommodation. 

“We signed up just over 
a year ago,” says Gillian. 
“And since then we’ve had 
six people come to stay.” 

Most have been asylum 
seekers, granted refugee 
status and leave to remain. 

It might be the outcome they 
have been praying for but, 
says Gillian: “They are then 
given just 28 days to vacate 
the hostel they’ve been living 


in. Twenty-eight days to 
find accommodation, get on 
the right benefits, get a job... 
It would be incredibly hard 
for lots of people who were 
born here with this system.” 

For a newly arrived 
refugee it is often impossible 
and many end up sleeping 
rough, on the streets. The 
lucky ones are found by 
charities like Crisis and 
referred to Refugees at 
Home who go through their 
database of volunteer hosts 
and find a suitable match. 

As a host, says Gillian: 
“You’re assessed and 
supported. It’s a four-way 
dialogue: us, the guest, 
Refugees at Home and the 
referring organisation.” 

Some of their guests have 
arrived visibly traumatised, 
she says. “One travelled for 
two years to get here. Some 
have jumped on lorries. 

They have seen terrible 
things, and sometimes that 
trauma is visible, yes. But 
also, what I see is resilience. 
That, and determination.” 

Hosts are not obliged to 
provide anything other than 
a room, but the reality, says 
Gillian, is: “As an asylum 
seeker, you’ve got £38 a 
week to pay for everything. 
So we cook some meals, 
and we’ve found everyone 
has pitched in to support us: 
our neighbours have invited 
guests for meals, to play 
football in the park, to visit 
the local mosque... ” 

That feeling of being 
included and welcomed, 
she suggests, can be almost 
as important to a refugee as 
the provision of a literal roof 
over their head. 

“We’ve been told: you 
are my mother and father in 
this country” she says. “But 
we get a lot out of it too. 
We’ve sat down to delicious 
Eritrean meals, we’ve learnt 
a huge amount about 
other cultures and about 
friendship itself.” 

It is hard to say goodbye 
to their guests, Gillian says,

Gillian Harris, co-founder of Letterbox Library, talks about being a host for refugees seeking a life in Britain 
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but many have moved on to 
happier lives. One has been 
accepted onto a Masters 
course, so will be studying at 
university. And: “a couple of 
weeks ago, it was a former 
guest’s birthday,” she says. 
“We’d helped him get a job 
as a kitchen porter and he 
was given a voucher for his 
birthday meal. He invited 


us, and it was so lovely to sit 
around the table with him.” 

There are over 30 
Refugees at Home hosts in 
Hackney, but the charity 
desperately needs more. 

“When I was young 
I travelled through Iraq 
and Iran,” says Gillian. 
“People were so welcoming 
everywhere I went. They 


shared food with me, 
offered accommodation. 

I took it for granted. But 
that’s not the welcome they 
get here. What if it was us 
in their situation? Wouldn’t 
we hope that the people 
who were able to, would 
help us?”

Communal bin is a world first 


Get involved in the Big Dig 

THREE of Hackney’s 
gardens will be 
opening their 
doors to visitors 
for the annual Big 
Dig this month, to 
encourage people 
to get involved in 
community 
food-growing. 

The event, which 
takes place on 21 April, is a part of Capital Growth, a 
network of over 2,800 food growing gardens across 
London. They include allotment sites and community 
gardens - as well as quirkier spaces such as the Castle 
Climbing Centre Garden, pictured. The Big Dig in Hackney 
will also be taking place in Cordwainer Gardens and the 
Robin Hood Community Garden.

A NEW style of communal bin, the first of its kind in the 
world, is being piloted by the Council to make it easier for 
residents in blocks of flats and estates to recycle. 

The 40 new bins, installed across several estates, have 
larger openings to make it easier to put carrier bags of 
mixed recycling inside. The lids are reversed and locked 
shut, to stop people contaminating the recycling with black 
sacks of rubbish or bulky waste. 

If the trial is a success, the bins will be rolled out across 
more estates and blocks of flats in the borough.

A PIONEERING 
initiative that 
encourages all 
Hackney primary 
schoolchildren to learn a 
modern foreign language 
has received recognition. 

The borough’s primary 
schools now provide 
Spanish as the first foreign 
language taught, helping 
pupils to develop a deep 
understanding of one 
language and making the 
transfer to secondary school 
much smoother. 

The initiative started in 
2013, and when the first 
cohort of pupils transferred 
to secondary schools last 
year, two thirds of the year 6 
pupils left with a knowledge 
of Spanish. 

The Council presented 
its modern foreign 
languages (MFL) strategy 
to a committee at the 
House of Lords last month. 
Representatives from 
Ofsted, the Department 
for Education, National

benefitted Hackney’s pupils. 

Teachers and pupils 
from two schools and two 
academies joined experts 
from the Council to present 


the groundbreaking work. 

They highlighted the 
key aspects of the initiative 
including giving pupils real 
life contextual experiences 
at primary age by visiting 
and building relationships 
with partner schools in 
Spain, and the impact that 
the initiative has had on the 
whole school curriculum. 

Craig Porteous, Deputy 
Head Teacher at William 
Patten Primary School, 
said: “Since we started 


teaching Spanish in 2014, 
we have developed a more 
internationalist approach 
to the curriculum, gaining 
the British Council’s 
International School Award, 
using the link with our 
partner school in Madrid to 
provide a real purpose for 
pupils’ writing, and enabling 
them to read about the lives 
of Spanish children in the 
letters they receive. 

“Our curriculum has 
become enriched through 
our visits and international 
events and our pupils 
have even made an app 
to support everyone and 
anyone to learn Spanish.” 

The Council also launched 
the Primary Spanish 
Award in 2016 to provide 
a framework within which 
schools can develop their 
Spanish curriculum. 

So far, 10 Hackney 
primary schools have 
achieved the bronze award 
and three have achieved the 
silver award.

Making it on the big screen 

SIXTEEN young filmmakers -11 of whom are from 
Hackney - are getting ready to screen their work at the 
prestigious BFI Southbank, after graduating from a course 
designed for underrepresented teens in the industry. 

Now in its fifth year, the MTR BFI Film Academy is a three- 
month filmmaking course in Shoreditch run by the youth 
arts organisation Mouth That Roars (MTR). It targets those 
from working class backgrounds, ethnic minorities, young 
people with disabilities and young women. 

The filmmakers, between the ages of 16 and 19, are given 
one-on-one mentoring from industry specialists, hands-on 
experience and graduate with a recognised qualification. 
Young filmmaker Jordan said: “I learnt so much about film 
making - how to use professional equipment and about 
different shots... This experience has been amazing and 
will really help me in the future.” 

Two short films, Jordan’s Story and The Interview, will 
premiere at the BFI Southbank on 21 April, after which 
there will be a Q&A session with the filmmakers.

Youth violence intervention 


scheme expands to Homerton 


FUNDING has been secured for youth work charity 
Redthread to set up a specialist team in the Emergency 
department of Homerton University Hospital. 

The Youth Violence Intervention Programme aims to 
provide young people, aged 11 -24, with the tailored 
support needed to help keep them away from involvement 
in youth violence, either as a victim or as a perpetrator. 
Pioneered at King’s College Hospital 13 years ago, the 
scheme operates in all of London’s major trauma centres. 
The youth team work alongside the clinical staff and meet 
the young patients as soon as they can: in the A&E waiting 
room, on the ward, or in the resuscitation bay. 

The idea behind the programme is, by providing support 
for the young person at the right moment, it can be a 
catalyst for pursuing positive change. After leaving the 
hospital, Redthread mentor and advise the young person 
and support them to make long-term positive plans. 

Dr Niamh Ni Longain, Consultant in Adult and Paediatric 
Emergency Medicine, said: “We know that embedding 
this service in the Emergency Department will improve 
care for vulnerable 
young people 
in Homerton 
hospital.” 

The service is 
set to go live in 
August. For more 
info, visit: www.

• 3 tablespoons of olive oil 

• 1 tin of chopped tomatoes 

• 5 cloves of garlic 

•3 cm piece of ginger 

• 2 tsp of berbere spice mix (or 
you can make your own with 
1 tsp garlic granules, 1 tsp 
ginger powder, 1 tsp nigella/ 
onion seeds, 2 tsp red pepper 
flakes) 

• 250g of red lentils 

•1 litre boiling water. 

Method 

• Finely chop the onions and 
garlic and grate the ginger 

• Place a large pan on medium 
heat, add olive oil and then 


the chopped onions. Cover for 5 minutes or until the onions 
have softened 

• Now add the berbere spice mix and 2 tablespoons of water 
and mix until well blended 

• Stir in the chopped tomatoes and add the garlic and ginger 

• Place lid on the pan on a medium heat and allow to simmer 
for 5-10 minutes, stirring occasionally to prevent sticking 

• Add the lentils and 800ml of hot water, mix well and allow 
to simmer, covered, for 5 minutes 

• If required, add a further 
200ml of hot water, replace 
lid and allow to simmer on a 
medium heat for 20 minutes 
or until lentils are soft 

• Serve with salad and flat 
bread or injera bread, which 
can be found in Ethiopian 
cafes and restaurants.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
